IhiB counly will find encouragement in 
the following Irom the Pomona 1'rogreB B: 
"The few old fashioned horticulturists, 
who have maintained there is no money 
in olive growing, are becoming less 
noisy. This is an 'off' year lor olives 
in Boulhern California, hut there are 
many growers who are going to get over 
tlOO an acre clear profit from their or- 
chards. Some will clear up »140 an 
acre. Three acres of Mission olive trees, 
7yearBold,ontheHill ranch at Santa 
Anita, have produced this year 6318 
pounds of fruit, and were bought, when 
picked, lor 0 cents a pound. The prop- 
erty in this 'off' year has netted tho 
grower $482. J. E. Packard of Pomona 
has fifteen acres of olives, set but in 18f 8 
and 1889. He iB'plcting and pickling 
his own crop, and at the prices at which 
he is selling his product daily he will 
get a net profit ol at least $100 an acre 
this season, and perhaps $125 an aero. 
Several acres will yield a profit of *140 
each."

the raisin grower need not expect any- 
thing out of his crop. Fruit handlers 
in tho East say they would gladly have 
paid more for raisins, but of course 
could not pay for the figures siekwl by 
shippers.
